HAY MOWS. 


TUelr Perfect Ventilation a Blatter of Vital 


Importance* 


An architect from Iowa writeg to the 


American Architect the following let- 
ter. We believe the idaa of the writer 
is not new, and that patents have been 
granted for similar methods of ventilat- 
ing hay mows and grain bins, never- 
theless the suggestions of tho writer 
are good- 


"As this matter is of more vital im- 


portance than most 
people, even 


scientific men, are aware of, I will," 
eays 
the Architect's correspondent, 


"venture to suggest a mode to venti- 
late hay lofts, and to give vertermary 
•surgeons something to think of I be- 
.lleve that one-half of tho diseases m 
.horses and cattlo is brought on by 
feeding spoiled hay, either taken from 
hay mows or stacks, also from grain 
feed that has been heated and spoiled 
I believe that the beating process, tho 
mouldy parts and must that it pio- 
duccs, will create germs of various 
Ikinds that cause diseases in horses and 
cattlo and perhaps swine. I will now 
venture to suggest a mode of ventilat- 
ing hay mows, stacks or granaries. I 
wUl aucgest introducing various air 
ducts through the hay mows, both 
horizontal and perpendicular, opemn_ 
directly outside, so as to admit a cur- 
rent of fresh air, which will cool and 
cure the hay or gram, and leave it m a 
healthy state. This may be done by 
building board dnots and perforating 
them as much as possible, and then 
.oerforating them as much as possible, 
and then running from the horizontal 
ducts perpendicular ducts up througli 
the mow, not more than ei^ht to ten 
feet from each other. Or this may be 
accomplished in another manner, by 
using some round instrument, six 
inches to ten inches or even larger in 
diameter, say a galvanized iron tube; 
stand it over the openings in the mam 
air duct, and as the mow is filled up, 
draw these pipes up through the hay, 
until tho top is reached. This wili 
afford complete ventilation, which will 
be increased as the mow becomes 
lieated; hence the fresh air drawn in 
will cool and cure the hay or gram, 
and by this process thousands of tons 
of hay and grain can be saved and a 
vast amount of property will be saved 
from 
the 
destroying ^monta. —

payers. 


Aid, Muzey offered a motion that tbe 


proposition be laid upon the table and 
thst the bid of the Deoatnr Coal Com- 
pany, at a 91.60 a ton, be accepted. Sec- 
onded by Aid. Shoemaker. 


Aid. Diehl offered an amendment that 


the Caldwell proposition be accepted 
Seconded by Aid. Roberts. 


Aid. MUEZV, in discussing the motion, 


said that the test of the coal had been 
fairly made, and he was now prepared to 
vote in favor of the Deoatnr bid. 


Aid. DiiShl spoke in Bnppoit nT his 


amendment, intimating that the test 
made by Mr. Barnett was not fair because 
it did not show how many gallons of 
water were pumped during a given num- 
ber of hours. 


Aid. Oogerty held that the council 


should stand by the report of Mr. Bar- 
uett, who is considered a competent eogi 
neer. The alderman had discovered that 
the engineer at the Electric Light Sta- 
tion had not used Deoatur coal for two 
years, and further that the engineer at 
Taylor & Oo.'s place had until recently 
been shoveling shavings at Mills & Har- 
ry's planing mill, and he didn't consider 
him a proper indge at all.
